OUT-OF-TOWN
SOLICITORS

The advent of warmer wea-
ther and longer working hours
are bringing swarms of out-of-
town solicitors into' the new
housing developments of Tor-
rance with glib pitches for
everything from home freezers
to magic paints.

To check this swarm of house-
hold pests, the Chamber of Com-
merce recommends that citizens
demand to see the Torrance
City busineéss license or Cham-
ber of Commerse clearance card
before obligating themselves to
costly payments on wares being
peddled by house to house sales-
men.

The Chamber of Commerce
clearance card is issued only to
local concerns representing le-
gitimate projects, and before
the card is issued the reputa-
tion and background of the or-
ganization is checked, and the
company is required to register
and file complete data regard-
ing its project, which is held on
file in the Chamber office for
future inspection or informa-
tion of any interested. party.

The issuance of this yellow
card is not an endorsement of
the proposition submitted and
the approval of the merchan-
dise 'is left to the, discretion of
the persons solicited.

The home owner is warned
again that itinerant merchants
do not contribute to the welfare
of the city as do the regular
permanent merchants of Tor-
rance who pay annual license
fees to operate here. These Tor-
rance merchants either have
business license cards or Cham-
ber of Commerce membership
cards to identify themselves.

Almost daily the Better Mer-
chants Division of the Torrance
Chamber of Commerse receives
calls from irate housewives or
citizens who have found them-
selves taken in by a glib-talk:
ing salesman who obtained their
signature and a contract obliga-
tion for merchandise of an un-
known quality.

Therefore, the Chamber of
Commerce repeats its slogan of:
“If you don't know the mer-
chant, know the merchandise.
Investigate before you invest.”

Twelve clergymen from ‘the
American Council of Christian
Churches who called in the of-
ficee of the United States In-
formation agency April 13 be-
lieve it does. They presented a
petition and a brief objecting to
its establishment.

In talking to the clergymen

pledge that I will be.fair In
